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Volunteer appreciation set

Plans are all in place for this 
weekend's appreciation of 
Didsbury volunteers. 

Volunteer Week Coor¬ 
dinator Kathy Lloyd said a 
number of events are schedul¬ 
ed to show volunteers just how 
much their time and effort is 
valued. 

"We've got quite alot going 
on to get everyone involved in 
celebrating our volunteer 
spirit," Lloyd said. "It's all in 
appreciation for those who give 
so much of their time in this 
community." 

Volunteer Week, which 
runs April 26 to May 2, was of¬ 
ficially proclaimed in Didsbury 
this Saturday by Olds/Didsbury 
MLA Roy Brassard and 
Didsbury Town Councillor 
Marjorie Malinowski. The pur¬ 
pose behind the week is to 
allow communities to formally 
recognize the efforts and 
generosity of their volunteers. 

Lloyd said approximately 
35 communities around Alberta 
are participating in the week 
with activities and displays. 

Among the activities 
scheduled in Didsbury is a two- 
hour long, volunteer type of 
Olympics called Volunteerama, 
scheduled for Saturday. Lloyd 
said volunteer organizations 
are putting together teams to 
compete in events like letter 
stuffing and a telephone relay 
race. 

"All the events are based 
on typical types of volunteer ac¬ 
tivities," Lloyd said. "But the 
big event of the day is the 
weigh-in which is based just on 
sheer numbers." 

For the weigh-in, Lloyd said 
each group will weigh 
themselves en masse to see 
which groups "carries" the 
most weight. Each organization 
is being encouraged to gather 
as many bodies as possible. The 
group weights will be measured 
three at a time so no one has to 
stand on the scales alone, Lloyd 
added. 

A scavenger hunt and ban¬ 
ner signing are also planned for 
Saturday's Volunteerama, 
which will run at the train sta¬ 
tion from 1 to 3 p.m.

In 1947, while my husband's Mom and Dad were the farmers 
here, they came back from a trip to Norway and brought some gifts 
from family gardens. They were bulbs mostly; snowdrops, tulips, 
white narcissus and yellow daffodils. The snowdrops grew fewer 
and fewer and I'm afraid I may have crowded them out with grape 
hyacinth. Fortunately my sisters-in-law have preserved the species. 
The tulips and white narcissus caught a nasty little Canadian bug 
from some new bulbs that we brought in and though they con¬ 
tinued to grow, their buds did not open. Finally, reluctantly, I dug 
them up and threw them away. Mom tucked the daffodils into a 12" 
space between a sidewalk and the house foundation and there they 
remain. I suppose if these reluctant little immigrants had been set 
down in Victoria or Ottawa they would have populated half an acre 
by now, but there they struggle to stay alive on an Alberta farm and 
are our earliest and most welcome sign of spring. It is not uncom¬ 
mon for them to br.eak through the soil the first week in March and 
by early April they are a bucket of sunshine. If we get a nasty spell 
we have to cover them at night but they are worth it and this year's 
15 perfect, fragrant blooms were, as always, a reminder of Mom 
and Dad Olson, far-off family, Norway, and all the springs that have 
gone before and will come again. 

The squills are blooming. Bright blue stars hanging from a curv¬ 
ed stalk, as brave as a battle cry, as cheerful as sunshine. The gold 
trollius is up and forming buds. It's earlier than it's yellow sister and 
while I love them both, the later yellow one is not greeted with the 
enthusiasm of the earlier gold. The bergenia is beginning to grow 
and will soon make big showy buds but parts of it have been pulled 
up by the root and left to wilt. Nearby two auricula have been eaten 
down to the nubs and I have to assume that Reba the wonder dog, 
who fearlessly chaSes sparrows through the flower beds, has not 
noticed deer in her own yard. 

Three years ago while we were visiting my brother and sister-in- 
law in Edson, Howie used the side of his hand to scoop two tiny 
balsam from a mossy forest floor. They are both growing, one of 
them about a foot high and very pretty. Last fall, our daughter 
Kirsten started some spruce trees from seeds. They are now 2 inches 
tall and sitting on the deck waiting for their permanent home. Years 
ago I started my own portulaca in flats in the house. On a nice spr¬ 
ing day I put my fat healthy little plants out on the deck to get some 
sun. A chicken ate them. 

Birds are back. Robins sorting cereal, "cheerio, cheerio, 
cheerio, what's this?" Chickadees are singing their sumer song, 
magpies are nesting and I think we have Blue Jays nesting here 
though they never have before. The Blue Birds are exploring our 
various bird houses. This spring I read that boiling water should be 
poured through all bird houses. This kills mites that have wintered 
in the cracks and makes life a whole lot easier for the baby birds. It 
used to be acceptable to sprinkle a bit of insecticide in each box but 
we know now that insecticide can cause developmental defects in 
the nestlings. "Who poured boiling water through their nest sites in 
the old days?" Ralph wanted to know. He helped me do a couple of 
boxes, the rest will have to cope with the mites on their own. 

On one of my early morning walks I heard what sounded like a 
woodpecker with jackhammer overtones. I climbed through a cou¬ 
ple of fences and into a stand of mature trees with alot of deadwood 
and fallen logs. The bird was easy to find, he was noisy and big and 
very showy. A Pileated Woodpecker, "scarce resident," the book 
says, "length 18 inches." He was not the least bit frightened and 
gradually worked his way closer to me chipping off pieces of bark as 
big as my hand in his search for insects and larvae. A gorgeous bird, 
mostly black, with a scarlet crest and white markings. I watched un¬ 
til a curious cow wandered by and scared him into a higher tree. 

I think we have Long Eared Owls in a nest by the creek and I 
know Great Horned Owls are in a tall, tall tree in our pasture. I 
know where four pairs of hawks are nesting and two pairs of 
Canada Geese. We have baby calves, some lucky people have foals 
and lambs. How can we not be hopeful, how can we not be op¬ 
timistic. Good times will come again, the world will survive and 
even improve. It's Spring.

billed about $600 of that back 
to the county," Storey said. 
"This year, under the old 
program, we expected to pay 
$3,000, which is 2/3 of the total 
cost. Next year we would have 
to pay the whole $4,500 and 
that is a little much so we 
would have looked twice at 
paying for it. But I guess now 
with the restructuring, the 
reduced cost makes it easier." 

Under the new Toxic 
Round Up organization, 
Didsbury has been named a 
mobile community and 
qualifies for the use of a mobile 
unit to pick up the hazardous 
waste collected within the 
town. Under this program, cost 
for collection is reduced to 
$1,000 per day. Didsbury is 
responsible for 2/3 of that cost, 
totalling $667. 

This year's Toxic Round Up 
is planned for May 4 from 3 to 7 
p.m. Household hazardous 
waste such as cleaning fluids, 
rodent poison, pesticides, 
disinfectants, waxes, and wood 
preservatives can be taken to 
the Didsbury Fire Hall for 
collection. 

Hazardous waste collected 
in each Toxic Round Up 
community is taken to the 
Alberta Special Waste 
Management facility in Swan 
Hills for treatment and disposal.

Accidents under 
investigation

Didsbury RCMP are continuing to investigate two motor 
vehicle accidents, one which resulted in the death of a Bragg 
Creek man. 

Robert W. Reid of Bragg Creek was killed Thursday, 
April 16 when his car overturned on Highway 22 near the 
Westcott Road. Didsbury RCMP said the 43-year-old was 
killed instantly when he lost control and overturned into a 
ditch about 6 km. north of Cremona. 

Road conditions were considered to be clear at the time 
of the accident which occured just before midnight. 

A second accident over the Easter weekend led to the 
arrest of two youths for the alleged theft of a truck from a 
Water Valley parking lot. 

Didsbury RCMP said charges were laid after they 
responded to a single vehicle accident about 12:30 a.m., 
April 18 on Secondary Highway 579 two miles west of 
Highway 22. The two 17-year-olds were taken to the 
Mountain View Health Care Centre for treatment of 
fractures, cuts and bruises. 

The two youths appeared in Airdrie Youth Court on April 
24 to answer to charges. 


RCMP report 

Spring has arrived. Sure, tne flowers haven't bloomed 
yet, but all around people are riding their bicycles, a sure 
sign of spring. 

Bicycle safety cannot be stressed enough. Recently, a 
bicycle safety talk was given to a class of Grade 5 students. It 
was discovered that these children have a great deal of 
knowledge in regards to bicycle safety: they just don't use it. 
The blame doesn't rest solely with the children. Parents, 
teachers and other adults must also be responsible and use 
bicycle safety. By acting as a role model, children can see 
that even adults have to obey the rules of the road. 

Fortunately, no bicycle accidents were reported 
between April 1, 1992 and April 14, 1992; however, 
Didsbury R.C.M.P. did receive 150 complaints, 21 of which 
were criminal code related offences. During this time period, 
the R.C.M.P. responded to a total of five motor vehicle 
accidents. The members of Didsbury detachment have also 
been busy during the last two weeks writing traffic tickets 
and written warnings, 30 in total.

Corner 



This month the "Hospital Corner" is focussed on the nurses that care for our patients and residents. The week of 
May 11th to May 17th is proclaimed "Nurses Week" across Canada, so here's your chance to get to know what they're 
all about. 

A Personal Care Aide is one of the 26 staff members employed in our Nursing Home and Auxiliary Hospital. These 
employees have taken an on-site Inservice Training Program through the Alberta Vocational Center. They are an 
integral part of the patient care team and their philosophy emphasizes genuine concern for the elderly and disabled. 
To ensure that our residents receive the highest standard of care, Personal Care Aides function within a supervised 
capacity at all times, either by the Registered Nurse or Licensed Practical Nurse. The major responsibilities of the 
Personal Care Aide are to function as a member of the team and to aid the resident's care by: helping the resident with 
activities of daily living: performing limited delegated tasks; maintaining a safe aesthetic environment and 
communicating resident status. Because the Personal Care Aides may have the most direct contact with the resident 
they are in an opportune position to have much influence over the quality of care provided. 

There are approximately 46 Licensed Practical Nurses employed within our facility. Licenced Practical Nurses take 
a year of training to become licenced and numerous Licenced Practical Nurses in our hospital have additional post 
basic courses such as Oral Medication Delivery, I.V. Therapy, Advanced Footcare, Orthopedic Technician, Urinary 
Catheterization and Gerontology. Licenced Pratical Nurses are continuously upgrading their knowledge and skills in 
nursing to be valued members of the team and competent bed-side nursing specialists. Licenced Pratical Nurses are 
employed on all Nursing units at Mountain View Health Care Centre as well as in Physiotherapy and the Day Support 
Program. 

Registered Nurses comprise the remaining 47 nursing staff at Mountain View Health Care Centre. A vital part of the 
health care team, the Registered Nurses act as liaison between patients, physicians, Licenced Practical Nurses, 
Personal Care Aides and other disciplines, and coordinate the treatment that is provided by this team. Their education 
of two to four years prepares them to assess health problems and plan and implement the care to meet the health needs 
of the patient and then evaluate the effectiveness of that care. The knowledge they require is vast, especially in a rural 
hospital. Each nurse deals with many specialized health problems in any given day, from operating room to obstetrics 
to geriatrics to emergencies as well as many other possibilities. This variety requires the nurse to be highly accountable 
and responsible for continued learning and updating of skills. Because of this we feel assured that patients are offered 
the highest quality of care. 

We would like to take this opportunity to invite you to our "Open House" on Canada Health Day, May 12th from 
10 a.m. to 3 p.m. The many displays and demonstrations are sure to open your eyes to aspects of hospitalization that 
few of us are aware of. Come see what we're all about, and if you want to spend lunch hour with us you will be well 
entertained with the Annual Nurses Week Challenge: decorated wheelchair relay race! Hotdogs and juice will also be 
sold between 12:00 and 1:30 p.m.

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Town council notes

Explanations for a cost 
overrun in the 1991 budget and 
extra costs for the 1992 budget of 
the Mountain View Foundation 
were given at last week's town 
council meeting 

Didsbury Town Council had 
requested a face to face meeting 
with Foundation organizers after 
receiving a requisition from the 
Foundation which called for 
payment on a $144,000 deficit in 
their 1991 budget 

Foundation Chairman John 
Crimstead told council the 
majority of the cost overrun 
stemmed from some accounting 
errors created when the organiza¬ 
tion switched from manual to 
computerized bookkeeping The 
bookkeeping program could not 


account for non-budget expendi¬ 
tures and was taking those 
expenses from the budget 

Other explanations for the 
deficit included the switch in 
funding from Alberta Housing to 
Municipal Affairs. Crimstead 
said the Foundation did not 
receive figures for formulating 
the province government's sup¬ 
port of Foundation operations 
until after the budget was drawn 
up. 

Unexpected capitol expendi¬ 
tures from the opening of the 
senior's lodge in Carstairs, 
replacement of sub-grade piping 
in the Sundre lodge and 
structural improvements in the 
Olds lodge were also blamed for 
the deficit. 


Town council has agreed to 
hear a proposal on the creation of 
an environmental committee for 
the Town. 

Council made the decision 
after hearing from some resi¬ 
dents concerned over the town's 
lack of recycling facilities.

Town Council has been 
approached by the popular 
wrestling organization to join in a 
wrestling match being planned 
for the town some time next 
month. 

Under the proposal by 


Stampede Wrestling, the town 
and the organization would split 
the profits from the show 50 - 50. 

While town council wel¬ 
comed the idea of Stampede 
Wrestling staging a show in the 
town, they suggested the organi¬ 
zation contact another group in 
town, such as BOP, to split the 
profits. 

The town information booth 
is going to be moved to a location 
deemed more accessible by town 
council. 

Council accepted plans to 
move the booth from it's current 
location inside the campground 
east of the Mountain View Health 
Care centre to the west intersec¬ 
tion of 10th Street and 20th 
Avenue. 


The town recently put in a 
storm sewer at the corner and 
now plans to fill in the small 
valley with gravel and dirt, 
creating a spot for the booth and 
room for tourists or other visitors 
to pull in and park. 

Town Administrator Mike 
Storey said cost of the project will 
be around $3,500. Most of the 
money to pay for it will come 
from funds left over from the 
installation of the storm sewer on 
the site Storey said $5,000 was 
budgeted for the sewer, but only 
$2,200 was actually spent. 

Council feels the new loca¬ 
tion will be more accessible and 
should give more people the 
impetus to find out about the 
tourist attractions in the area

Seniors column 


By Roy Brassard 

Minister Responsible for Seniors 

You don't need a crystal ball 
to get a glimpse of Alberta's 
future, just take a trip to 
Medicine Hat. A paper on 
demographics put out by my 
department indicates one of the 
biggest changes Albertans face 
in the next twenty years is a rapid 
increase in the proportion of 
seniors. But Medicine Hat 
already has a higher proportion 
of seniors than Alberta as a whole 
will have in the year 2016. Right 
now, 14 7 per cent of the 
population of Medicine Hat are 
seniors. In the year 2016, experts 
predict that 13.5 percent of 
Albertans will be seniors. 

What will more seniors 
mean for our province? If 
Medicine Hat is representative of 


the city of the future, we have a 
great deal to look forward to. 

"Medicine Hat is good for 
seniors," says one Medicine Hat 
senior, Frank Riddle, "and 
seniors are good for Medicine 
Hat." 

There are many reasons why 
Medicine Hat is attractive to 
seniors, says Medicine Hat 
seniors advocate, Noreen Foster 
Part of the "banana belt of 
Alberta", the city has a warm 
climate, relatively cheap utilities, 
and modest housing costs It is 
large enough to offer a wide array 
of services, but small enough to 
give people a strong sense of 
community. 

There are also many reasons 
why seniors benefit Medicine 
Hat. For example, seniors give 
the economy a boost "Seniors 
are cash people," chuckles Mr. 
Riddle good naturedly. Seniors 
take pleasure in spending on 
their families, adds Mrs. Foster, 
they also spend on travel, 
recreation and leisure activities. 

The Medicine Hat Chamber 
of Commerce confirms that 
spending by seniors is important 
to the economy of Medicine Hat 
Certain businesses in this city are 
flourishing as a result of the high 
number of seniors. For example, 
seniors tend to eat out a lot and 
so restaurants do well 

Many seniors have savings 


to invest in the community Last 
fall I attended the annual 
meeting of the Heritage Club in 
Medicine Hat. This group of 
older Medicine Hatters has 
invested $26 million into the 
economy of their city 

Seniors in Medicine Hat are 
also terrific at volunteering Mrs. 
Foster, who is volunteer co¬ 
ordinator at the Veiner Centre for 
seniors, says Medicine Hat has a 
large, active volunteer population 
with an enormous amount of 
expertise and skills to draw from 

Seniors help define the 
character of the city. 

"When I first moved here I 
really noticed the number of 
older people," says one young 
secretary, "and I really like it 
My grandparents used to live in 
their own house in our yard I 
loved having them so close and I 
really like the feeling here of 
having so many older people." 

Seniors make enormous con¬ 
tributions, but they have dif¬ 
ferent needs, and services might 
have to be changed to meet those 
needs. More seniors may mean 
more demand for health care 
services, public transportation, 
and specialized housing. In a 
time when taxpayers want 
governments (at all levels) to cut 
spending, Mrs. Foster and other 
Medicine Hat residents are 
concerned about maintaining 


services for seniors. 

Yet, Medicine Hatters are 
also finding they don't have to 
rely on government to supply all 
services Mrs. Foster says the 
city was forced to cut back on 
maintenance services such as 
shovelling snow from seniors' 
walks and cutting grass The 
Veiner Centre stepped in and set 
up a referral service to link 
seniors with the appropriate 
private contractor. The service is 
working well Also, about two 
years ago, We Care Health 
Services, a private company, set 
up a business that provides 
everything from nursing care to 
home cleaning. Mrs. Foster says 
the company is meeting a real 
need in the community. She 
cautions, however, that not all 
seniors can afford to pay for these 
services 

Mrs. Foster also points out 
that most seniors are not sick In 
fact, 95 percent of older 
Albertans live in their own homes 
and continue to contribute to 
their community. The majority of 
seniors view themselves as happy 
and healthy. An increased 
emphasis on fitness and nutrition 
will mean even healthier seniors 
in the future. 

Demographers tell us a 
rapidly increasing proportion of 
seniors doesn't necessarily mean 
more people will be dependent on 


overall public sector services 
Demographers use something 
called the dependency ratio as an 
indicator of the percentage of the 
population in the 0 to 14 and 65 
plus age groups Because the 0 to 
14 age group is growing so 
slowly, the dependency ratio is 
expected to decline slightly from 
1986 to 2016 

The City of Medicine Hat is 
leading the way for the rest of us 
And what we see there is that a 
higher percentage of older people 
is not a drain on our society, but a 
real asset. Medicine Hat is a 
thriving community for ex¬ 
ample, residential sales were up 
this year more than 28 per cent 
over 1989 

Experience in other Cana¬ 
dian cities that have a large 
number of seniors is also 
positive I recently read an article 
in the Globe and Mail that 
described White Rock B.C. and 
the positive impact of seniors on 
that community. 

If you want to get a first 
hand impression of Medicine 
Hat, this is the summer to do it. 
The city is hosting the Alberta 
Senior Games in August. It's 
your chance to see some good 
competition, take in the local 
tourist attractions, and get a 
glimpse of Alberta's future all in 
one trip.

Coif enthusiasts won't want to miss 
a swing this summer at the Olds Central 
Highlands Golf course. 

The new 18 hold course is anxious¬ 
ly awaiting close to 100 of Western 
Canada's top 18 and under year-old 
golfers. July 13-16th. 

Fundraising and Publicity Chair¬ 
man, Al Qually, is enthusiastic about 
the significance of hosting an event of 
such a calibre in Olds. "This is a big 
event for our Club in light of the fact 
that it's the first major tournament 
hosted on what will soon be recognized 
as a championship golf course."

Outfitters offer unique wilderness experience

Getting away from it all has 
a unique meaning for the owners 
of Alpine Outfitters in Olds. 

With a new camp recently 
opened for people who want to 
experience nature as it really is, 
Alpine offers a wilderness retreat 
which co-owner Marie Corsiatto 
calls different from the rest. 

"Most people who want to 
get away go places like K ananas- 
kis and when they get there, 
there's 200 other people all 
around," Corsiatto said "If what 
the client really wants is a real 
wilderness experience, then this 
is the alternative." 

The experience is a stay-as- 
long-as-you-like retreat in a 
wilderness camp 106 km west of 
Sundre on the Ya Ha Tinda 
What sets this particular camp 
apart from others is the method 


used to get there 

"Tim Barton, who has been 
a horse packer for 20 years first 
got involved with the camp in 
1988," said Corisatto. "He first 
used it as a camp for the 
handicapped, but a big storm in 
1989 washed out the roads and 
the government, for whatever 
reason, decided not to replace 
them Now we have to go in by 
stage coach." 

Corsiatto said using the 
stage lets all sorts of people 
experience the true wilderness 
life they may not otherwise be 
accessible to 

"There are some people, 
like kids, who just aren't up for a 
two hour horseback ride into the 
camp," she said "This way 
anyone can get there." 

The camp itself is not exactly 


what you might expect in a 
wilderness retreat. Log cabins 
house the campers, there is a 
large dining cabin for meals and 
late night get-togethers, 
showers, and a hot tub to soak 
out the strains caused by 
spending the day riding, hiking 
or fishing or just breathing in all 
that fresh air. Space is limited to 
20 people, so Corsiatto said the 
experience is a total break from 
regular life 

"The closest people are 
miles and miles away," she said. 
"And the northern lights are just 
like a laser show There is really 
nothing like it." 

Cost for getting away from it 
all is $99 per day Thursday 
through Sunday and $95 per day 
for the rest of the week. Children 
under 12 stay for $40 This cost 


includes transportation from the 
Big Horn campground, meals, 
accommodation and a horse at 
your disposal throughout your 
stay. 

"We like to include every¬ 
thing," said Corsiatto. "All you 
need to bring are your bathing 
suit and a sleeping bag." 

Spots fill up quickly for the 
camps May to October season so 
Corisatto suggests you book your 
spot as soon as possible 
Arrangements can be made by 
calling 556-3353.

If you have been meaning to come to see the display on 
"Pressed Class" but just haven't had time, you have only 
two weeks left. The display will remind you of Sunday 
dinners at Grandma's house, when she would get out her 
good dishes; fancy butter dish, celery dish and covered fruit 
bowl. 

The first glass company in Canada was the Mallorytown 
Class works, in Mallorytown, Ontario, which was in 
operation from 1825 to 1840. In the late 1870's the industry 
began to expand with about thirty companies being 
established in central Canada and the Maritimes. The glass 
was pressed into molds and featured patriotic themes or was 
designed to resemble expensive cut leaded glass. Some of 
the patterns are truly Canadian. The Class collection 
contains examples from many parts of Canada. This beautiful 
collection can be seen from 2 - 4 p.m. on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays at the Roulston Museum in Carstairs.
